fraight shipments. Now that the rates have
been alashed right and left, the Omahn
lins which handle Lhe frelght from the
polat of orlgination are having trouble with
the connecting lines, over which a portlun |
of the freight must be shipped, regarding '
the baals of distribution of the loss sus-
tuninad by the reduced rates. The difMioulty
comes In tho division of the rates, some of
the southern lines connecting with  the
Omaha llnea persisting that they must re-
celve the rame rates as formerly and refus-
ing to atand any of the reductlon. With
thin proposition confronting them. the lines
cngaged in the controversy find that the re-
ductions In the rates have already almost |
oompletely wiped oul thelr divislon, and if]
their conpnectione refuse to lower thelr rates
proportinnately the former will soon be car-
rying the frelght abeolutely free and will
oven be recelving n lower rate for the en-
tire haul than must be pald to the econneo-
tions for their share of the transportation
charges. Such a situntion Is not caleulmated
to overdoy tha frelght men and they are
now Aanxlously awaltilng a compromlise of
pome eort betwoeen the Burllngton and the
Memphias Ilnes,

Another thing which has come Up A8 A Te-
sult of this war ls a demand on the part of
the packers that, since the roads have low-
orad the Alfferentinl on packing house prod-
uots to the southeast, they do the asme on
shipments to points In Texas, Loulsinna and
Arkansas.

tho report that the road would be nbsorbed
by the Chleago & Northwestern, which holds

147.000 ghares, or $14,700,000, of the common |

stock of the Omaha road, thus holding the

controlling Interest,

Thg report that such an absorption s to
tnke pluce 8 creating more than usual ip-
terest In Nnanclal eircles In New York City
nt this time and from Wall atreet comes the
unreserved etatement that such an ab-
worption e to be accomplished. The man-
nar In whioh It is said this will bo effected
will be In a epecinl meeting of the stook-
holdees of the Chlongo & Northwestern,
when an lssuo of werip, for which Omaha
stock muy be exchonged, will be anthorized.

In direct contradiction to this Wall stroet
roport, howsver, stands a olause in the char-
tor of the Omaha road which will prevent
nny such an absorption withouwt the express
monsent of the leglslature of the state of

Winoonsin, An officind of the Omaha road
wtamps nll reports of an absorption with
the Northwestern as mere rumors, In the

following Intorview:

“The Omuhu will not boe absorbed by the
Northwestarn. The charter of the road pro-
vides that no consolldution with any other
systom whatsoover shull be made without
the favorahble action of the leglslature of the
atate of Wisconsin, Ino addition to this there
has been no move toward n consolidation
for the reason that the two roads, reorgan-
fzed under one head, would make a system
which would be unwieldy and cumbersome
und which could not be oporated with the
eame profit aa at present,

*The argumant that the consolidation will
be made for the sake of economy 18 without
basis, Two hoads are botter than one and
two good men can make more money In a
large fleld than would be possible for one,
This applies to the sltustion exaotly. Under
twa distinet organizations both roads earn
higher profits and are better operated than
they oould be when consolidated. The pres-
ot system s entirely satisfactery, and in
cage the logal diMeultled to prevent consoll-
dation were obviated there would not he
sufolent reason for the rumored change.
The annual meeting comes in June and the
roport of oconsolidation his furned up In
advancoe of every yearly mesting of the di-
rootors for twelve vears, If n consolida-
tlon had been deslrable It would have been
offaoted sevoral years ago,™
